LAKESIDE RACING. 

The spectators at Lakeside yesterday were 
surprised to see how much the course had dried 
oat since 3aturday and at some spots down the 
back6tretch dost was flying. 

It is to be hoped that the weather remains 
dry for the coming ten days and if it does there 
will be some cracking good racing at the wind- 
op of the season. There are any number of 
f aii-class horses at the track and own- 
ers are eager to send them after the liberal 
parses offered, provided, of coarse, that the 
weather permits. 

O’Connell, at 1 to 2, was decisively beaten by 
that good, game filly Algareta. The pair met in 
the third event, which was at five and one-half 
fnrlongs, and the filly was giving O’Connell 
quite a bit of weight. Those who remembered 
what a hard race Algareta gave the big chest- 
nut son of Harry O’Fallon— May Kennedy re- 
cently profited. The ring was oat of line when 
it made O’Connell a 1 to 2 chance and offered 
44 to 1 straight and even money a place against 
Algareta. The crowd took advantage of this 
liberality and backed the filly well both ways. 

Starter Dwyer sent Algareta and O’Connell 
off together, and Georgia, who broke fourth, 
was quick to join them. Georgie is a pretty 
ahifty sprinter herself and she and O’Connell 
went out and set a terrific pace. Algareta was 
always third until the stretch was reached then 
she passed Georgia and went after O’Connell. 
Conley, on the latter, roughed the filly some but 
she stood it gamely and below the sixteenth 
post had the race won. 

Conley not only roughed Algareta but he also 
carried Georgie out all the way. For these ac- 
tions Judge Hamilton set the boy down for the 
remainder of the meeting. 

Selling race terror “Texas’’ Smith has been 
quiet for the last couple of weeks, bat he 
started the ball to rolling after Yoloco won the 
mile race for two-year-olds. Yoloco was enter- 
ed to be sold for $500 but Smith boosted him to 
$700, and the Schorrs through their agent re- 
tained the colt for $705. Yoloco seems to be 
exceptionally fond of a route and with 108 
pounds up he beat Phallas, Loveabie, Man of 
Honor and five other fair youngsters like 
breaking sticks. 

T. P. Hayes has not been in the best of luck 
around here thi6 fall and his friends were glad 
to see him take down a purse with The Monk 
in the fifth race. This was a six furlong dash 
for two-year-olds and Hayes’ black colt, coming 
through the stretch with a well timed rush, had 
little or no trouble in disposing of Avenetoke. 

There were seventeen starters in the first race 
and Jim Gore II. proved to be the lucky one. 
He was well ridden by Winkfield and won a 
well-earned race by a scant half length from 
Eva Wilson. 

Walkenshaw ran one of his bist races in the 
aecond event and at the tempting odds of 7 to 1, 
won in a high-class way. Rumor has it that 
Mr. Robinson, owner of Walkenshaw, had a 
swell bet on his horse. 

George Lee is certainly the real thing now 
and it was a losing schema to take the money ! 
on hi.-i in the nine furlong selling race. A soft 
track and a route is what Lee likes, and open- 
ing at 3 to 1 he was backed down to 2i to 1 be- 
fore post time. After going tae first mue it was 
evident that George Lee would win, an J then it 
narrowed down 'to a contest for second place. 
The 8 to 5 favorite, Doable Dummy, beat Bin a 
length and a half for it. 

A GREAT STAKE. 

With President Tom Williams decision is fol- j 
lowed by swift action. Having decided that 
racing in California had reacaed a stage where 



the establishment of fixed annual events of 
great value is in order ho has iost 
no time about framing the conditions 
of a stake that is bound to become 
of national importance. Its conditions are pub- 
lished below. One feature that mast arrest the 
attention of owners is that no forfeits will fol- 
low the annual decision of this great stake. It 
will be spot cash down for each lucky owner as 
soon as the winning nnmbers are hang np. The 
race will first be ran in December, 1902, at Oak- 
land over a coarse that will be about six and a 
half fnrlongs in length. Heie are the terms : 

“California Jockey Club Futurity Stakes, 
with $8,750 acded, for the December meeting of 
1902, to close January 2, 1900. By subscription 
of $10 each, money to accompany the entry, for 
mares covered in 1899, and farther subscription 
of $25 each for the produce of snch mares by 
July 15, 1901, or snch produce will be struck out 
and a farther subscription of $25, Janaary 1, 
1902, or snch produce will be struck out, and a 
further subscription of $50 by July 15. 1902, or 
snch produce will be struck out. All starters 
to pay $250 additional, all of which shall go to 
the second and third horses, as farther pro- 
vided. California Jockey Clnb to add $8,750. 
The second to receive $1,000 of the added money 
and two-thirds of the starting money, the third 
$500 of the added money and one-third of the 
starting money. 

“The breeders of the winner, of the second 
horse and of the third horse, namely, the own- 
er of the mare at the time of entry, to receive 
$2,000, $1,250 and $500, of the added money, re- 
spectively, whether they be the owner of the 
horse when the race takes place or not. 

“Colts 118 pounds, fillies and geldings 115 
pounds. Winners of $2,500, 3 pounds; of two 
races of $2,500 or one of $4,500, 7 pounds; of fonr 
of $2 500 or two of $4,500, or one of $9,000, 12 
pounds extra. The produce of mares or Btal- 
lions which have not produced a winner prior 
to January 1, 1900, allowed 3 pounds, of both 
(mares and stallions), 5 pounds; not neceseary 
to claim the said allowance at the time of entry. 
Maidens allowed 10 pounds. Mares may be 
enteied by persons not their owners, the owner 
having the prior right. If a mare in tbiB stake 
drops her foal before the 1st of Janaary, or if 
she has a dead, or more than one foal, or 
is barren, the entry of snch mare is void, and 
the subscription will be returned. By filing at 
any time with the California Jockey Clnb an 
accepted transfer of the produce, with its en- 
gagements in this stake, accompanied with 
receipts for all former payments, the original 
subscriber will be released from any liability 
as to the engagements of the produce. Should 
a subscriber or a transferee die before the race, 
the entry shall not be void, provided it to be 
assumed by the then owner of the horse, notice 
in writing to that effect being given withia three 
months after such demise.”
